a Fazgnt;z to wear a Surplice as to wear Irons ; to exchange a 
benetice of a1 100 /. a year for a colledtion of 200 7. had been a 
martyrdome ; and to vilit the Caporſeaters, and the ſop Ladies, 
were a miſery that (hould compleat Mr. Fox his volumn :----Lord, 
what a work ichere! forfooth a few fatious fellowes that had 
gonet20 far in the late Rebellion, dare not recant, yea, rather 
then they will recant , they will ieave their flockes , their 
dear flockes for which they would die , but cannot be honeſt for 
their ſakes. 

C. But did not his Majeſty order a Conference between both 
parties ? 

F. D. Hedid indeed between Dr. Reyzolds, Dr. Conant, Dr, 
Spurſtor, Mr. Calamy, Mr. Baxter, Dr. Manton, Dr. Facomb, Dr, 
Bates, Mr. Newcomer, Dr. Sexman, &c, and Dr. Heyltn, Dr. Gun« 
ning, Dr. Pearſon, Dr. Pierce, Dr. Sparrow, Ec. but what was the 
iſſte? the ſober party came oft and would have acquieſced in his 
Majeſties gracious concellions upon thole exceptions they made 
ro the Liturgy and Ceremonies of the Church; But a more fiery 

arty (for all the faftion was then in Town) flew fo high as to 
lay, That an indifferext thing if commanded, was no more indifferent 
but unlawfull, | 

C. Sure ſuch a polition could not come out of their mouths ! 

F. D. Indeed it is ſtrange it ſhould; but ic is attefted by Dr. 
Gunning, and Dr. Pearſon, who had the chief management of 
that affair. ; 

C. But wou'd they do nothing towards a cl\ſure ? 

F. D. Upon (me Pariſhes petition, particularly that of Co- 
vent-Garden, tomy Lord of London, ſome of them got Readers 
(as too many do ſ1li)tofay Common Prayer which they could 
not vouchſlate to d», 

C. But was there any further newes of the Conference ? 

F.D. Yes, when the conceſſions would not ſatisfie them, they 
diſperle athing called a Periti>n for peace, to incenſe the people, 
£5 which they annex? an unauthorized forme of Worſhip, com- 
p-ſed, p:inted, publiſhed and diſperſed by private perſons, to 
affront publick authority. 

C, A petition for peace from them who fomented all onr 
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Warrs, whoſe diſcipline was fetled with conſpiracy, and pro- 
motel by Rebellion, conſcience oppoling aurh-rity z men for 
their private conſcience urging the iving his 0wn,-===e petition for 
peace; as if v9 peace without indulging the faltion; liberty of 
conſcience now; but what wil! it come to at laſt ?----Lord,jis there 
no peace to be [1 linche worid unlels theſe people ate pleaſed ? 

F. D, No ically ! for now they muſter up the old 0bjeftions 
againſt the Common Prayer ; and add new ones; particularly 
Mr. Zach ry Crofton runs out vito that excels, that we find him in 
the Tower tor a year together, ad {t:)] abroad upon Baile. 

C. But now all will not do, what ſhall we docthen ? 

D F. Then weintecrupt the proceedings of Parliament by fly 
Qiverſions ; we watch advantages, fo that one Seflion is over 
without any conliderable ettect cowards a ſettlement, and in the 
interim of the adjournement we perſwade the world they (hall 
never meet, or if they do, thall ſpeedily be diffolved ; and befides
